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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The new limitations recited in claim 6, specifically "to restore yound adult growth homrone release levels to 
aging humans", require further consideration. In addition, this new limitation is indefinite because it is unclear what young adult growth 
hormone release levels are, meaning it is unclear what the release levels of growth hormones are for a young adult as well as what 
constitutes a young adult. Is a young adult 18 or 21 or 30? What are the release levels at the young adult age(s)? Further, Claim 1 is 
not distinguishable over the prior art being that the acetyl-l-carnitine and l-ornithine are not specifically required by the language used in 
Claim 1 ("such as" language) The prior art teaches compositions with acetyl-l-carnitine and ornithine alpha-ketoglutarate that still read 
on Claim 1. It is suggested that the essential components be included definitively to distinguish the instant claims over the prior art. 
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
